WASHINGTON, July G.-(A>)-Pi-es- 


idcnt Hoover has trimmed his vaca- 
tion time to something approximating 
the two weeks of Ihe overage citizen 
nnd plans to spend the time in tlu- 
Northern Rockies. 


Geort-e Akerson, secretary to the 


president, announced there would '« 
no speech-making nnd that Ihe pic.si- 
dent would make the trip late in AuK- 
ust or early September "solely for the 
purpose of an outdoor holiday and 
rest." 


The trip will include Glacier and 


Yellowstone national parks. 


The plans are still contingent, how- 


ever, upon the time that the senate 
adjournes, and it Was said the presi- 
dent would 
require 
some 
time in 


Washington to complete 
important 


matters after adjournment 
of the 


special session. He formerly oxpcct- 
ed to leave the capital about August I 
and be gone four or five weeks. 


Hoover has received a great number 


of invitations to make public address- 
es in various cities along the route 
since he announced in May his inten- 
tion of making n Western trip, but the 
statement Monday said the "curtail- 
ment of the nerind when he may be 
away from Washington, and the very 
nature of taking a holiday and rest 
will preclude acceptance of these in- 
vitations, and he believes they will 
not be pressed." 


While the itinerary has not boon ar- 


ranged definitely, it is

planned that the chief executive shall 
pass through Chicago and Minneapolis 
and make his first prolonged stop at 
Glacier pnrk in Montana.

Came word in the winter of 


1926 that there had been a 
wholesale killing at one of the 
remote Eskimo camps. The dU- 
trict was 500 
miles from the 
f» 
1 


nearest police post, that at Lake 
Harbour. 
It was 250 
miles 


from the nearest trading post. 
The \ tragedy occurred on the 
river which joins Iwo practically 
unmapped lakes, Amadjuak and 
Netteling, far in the interior of 
rocky Baffin Island, where snow and ice are to I*1 found 
for 10 months of the year. 
So remote was the placr^ that 


it was not till last summer that a patrol of ihe Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police could go into the region. 


Three families had been camping together, the police 


learned when they reached the camp site. .The three fam- 
ilies were more or less related. 
Like so many oth?r Eskimo 


groups, they kepi together for hunting pui'iwscf. 
Hunting 


for food occupies most of thci,- lime. 
It is not always easy 


Jo find food in ihe Arctic. 
A few musk ox, bears, ;eal.:. 


walrus and fish form the staple food for the Eskimos, wilii 
fish and seals in the majority. The diet is not very chanr.'- 
able. 


The. men hunt in the Arctic. 
And in this camp 


ihe number of men was none loo largo, 
1 hen one 


of the men went insane. 
The 
officers attributed it 


lo religious faanlicism, (or lliey had experienced sim- 
ilar cases. 
Makogliwk told llie members of the camp 


lhat he had hear<] a voice from the clouds tell bin1 


that lie must 
kill all 
iho people.

rnanded him to kill. 


On the third day, ho began ihe killing. His father, 


mother and another woman were his victims. 
He 


shot (hern all. 
Then he Iried lo kill his brother, bul 


missed him. 


They disarmed him and for lliroe months ol win- 


ter they watched llie'madman. 
It was quite a strain 


on the small community. 
Someone had lo be awake 


all the time. 
The man had to slay in the camp. Food 


became scarce, and the whole community, some 10 
or .12 souls in Iffl. were in a highly nervous slate when 
spring came around.

•jt yTAKOGLIAK suddenly heard 
tin: voice from 
the 


jyl clouds calling him again lo kill. 
Somchcw he must 


have obtained a weapon, despite the strict watch 


that was kept on him, for he threatened lo go on another 
killing rampage. 
This time the villagers decided lo get him 


before he did any damage. 
They had already suffered 


enough from his hallucinations. 


They caught him and sal on him as he struggled on thi- 


ice. They asked him how he preferred to die, whether (hoy 
should shoot him, stab him, or drown him. 
Mtikogliak did 


not answer. 
Perhaps he was winded. 


At any rale the Eskimos told tho officers thai ho did 


not tell them his preference, and cartridges being a valuable, 
item in the Arctic, the community carried ihe struggling 
madman to a waterholc, shoved him in; and kept him under 
until he was dead. 


There was a time when such killings in the Arctic were 


more frequent .than they are today. 
They are gradually 


dying out, because the Mounties have warned the natives 
of the consequences of such crimes from the standpoint of 
Canadian law. And so a religious fanatic among tho 
Eskimos thinks twice before he starts on a killing spree, for 
instead of being killed by his fellow villagers he may be 
turned over to the white man's police, and lhat in his esti- 
mation is worse. Thus 'order is maintained in the far north.

For weeks the inhabitants of Bour-

The situation, says a report on the 


survey, "is probably clue in part to 
the fact that the days of lumber pro- 
duction on a large scale in this sec- 
tion of the country are limited." 


"The demand for labor is decreas- 


ing fast." 


Dr. Abraham Berglund, professor of 


commerce and business, in the Insti- 
tute, made the survey with Dr. G. T. 
Starncs, associate professor of com- 
merce and business, and 
Frank 
T. 


Deyven, research associate in labor 
problems. Il was done as part of the 
work contemplated by the Rockefeller 
Foundation in establishing the Insti- 
tute in 1926.

The pool, an almost 100 per cent all- 


feminine organization, is four years 
old and last year took in a total of 
S7,'iC,000. There is only one man with 
his finger in the pie and he is out- 
numbered if not suppressed. 


In the last 12 months the business 


turnover of the pool included 26840- 
184 eggs, or 2.23B,682 dozen, valued at 
5540.000. .Also included in the turn- 
over were 823,743 pounds of dressed 
poultry, valued at 5184.000 and 39,561 
pounds; of live poultry worth 56,000. 


The egg business increased in 1929 


over 56 per cent and thc dressed poul- 
try 67 per cent over thc 
previous 


year. The pool now handles about 75 
per cent of the entire production of 
eggs in thc province of Saskatchewan
